WILL BEGIN JULY i, 1898 

THIS Quarter is an integral part of the scholastic year, and is divided 
into two terms of six weeks each. Over 200 courses of study will be 
given by more than 100 professors and instructors. In the Summer of 1897 
there were present 1285 students, who undertook work as follows :

The first term of the Summer Quarter ends August 11. Great advan- 
tages are offered to teachers who can spend six weeks in study at the 
University ; they may still have from two to four weeks of vacation before 
the opening of schools. Where a teacher can secire a year's leave of 
absence, credit for five Quarters (or i ^ years' work) in the University may 
De obtained by attendance at the University from July i, 1898, to Septem- 
ber 22, 1899.

Many are working toward degrees who are present at 
the University during Summer Quarters only.
